years they have been constructing and per­ 
fecting what are know n as modern navies. 
They have spent thousands of millions of 
dollars. 
All the resourcefulness and in ­ 
genuity of man have been employed in the 
task 
Every art and every science has been 
levied upon to produce the great fleets, 
with 
their wonderful 
development 
of 
steam, electricity, mechanics, explosives. 
No Modern Naval Hattie. 
But the world has never yet seen anuval 
battle between modern ships. 
Ail this 
treasure and effort have boon expended 
j upon lighting ships without any lighting. 
I There have been a few—a very few 
de­ 
sultory engagements, but not under cir* 
oumstances which could indicate much as 
: to the fighting value of these great navies, 
their offensive power iri comparison with 
their defensive resistance. 
The nearest to 
• a modern naval battle was between the 
Chinese and the Japanese ships at Yalu 
during the China Japanese war. But these 
ships were at l"iig range. 
1 hey were bad­ 
ly handled. 
Only a few Europeaus were 
aboard. 
The engagement decided little. 
Of similarly small value have been such 
naval buttles as the Chilians have fought 
w ith the Peruvians. 
The naval world, therefore, equipped 
with its magnificent toys, its string after 
siring of giant ships, would thank any 
nation that gave a real object lesson in 
tneir use. 
We do not know what these 
ships can do. 
The result of a naval en­ 
gagement, between Spain and the I nited 
States may again revolutionize naval con 
struction, as the war between the north 
and the south did a third of a century ago. 
So far everything is rheoretieal. 
While 
the theories of the constructors are prob­ 
ably cormMi, they may be all wrong. 
An 
actual test is the only thing that can de­ 
termine. and tIds test is awaited with the 
must intense eagerness. 


D rea d fu l Fosslbllitiei. 
Nothing but a battle I etween modern 
fleets can determine whether the efficiency 
of the high power guns has been under­ 
rated or o'errated. 
An engugonion may 
be the most terrible thing the world has 
ever seen. 
It may result in the complete, 
! or practically complete, 
destruction of 
I both navies, instead of one ship blown to 
atoms, as the Maine was, instead of the 
sinking of one or two cruisers, as occurred 
at Yalu. we may set* whole fleets wiped 
out of existence in a few hours. As yet wo 
: know only theoretically what torpedoes can 
do. 'I hey may prove well nigh useless, easy i 
prey to torpedo destroyers, difficult to j 
operate effectively and as dangerous to j 
! their navigators as to their enemy, or they j 
I may work such havoc in the opposition : 
j fleets that they will rule the ocean, ret it - I 
ing the great battleships and big cruisers j 
: to the dockyards, sweeping the seas and ■ 
i commanding universal peace. 
| 
Broad questions of the power of guns, j 
tire resistance of armor, the work of tor- j 
{redoes, the liability to magazine explo- | 
! -ions, the ability of gunners to aim accu­ 
rately in a rolling sea. are to be sol\ed only 
I by the terrible means of an actual test. 
Naval constructors are as vet in the dark 
i concerning the time and relative value of 
I their most laborious creations. They may 
send their fleets forth to battle and never 
see aught of them again save a few badly 
disfigured craft limping into port. 
They 
may be compelled to begin their work all 
over again upon newlines. 
In addition 
to these broad and intrinsic questions a 
thousand matters of detail and teehnio 
in which naval authorities arc keenly in­ 
terested remain to be determined.

The new navy is a radically different 
affair from the old navy.

between the two navies. 
Naval exports 
say they stand about as n to 4. 
But it is 
believed our -hips are in better condition, 
that we are le».s liable to break downs and 
accidents, that in time of stress all parts 
are likely to work better together than 
upon the vessels of our enemy. 
Ii is be 
lie veil, above all, that we are superior in 
liersonnel, from captain in the turret down 
I«» machinist in the engine room. 
While there is a strong probability that 
these self confident assumptions are well 
founded, and that the personal factor will 
give victory to onr fleets in ease of war, it 
must be remembered that Spain is not a 
f«>o to be despised upon thes«‘H.
